A very  noticeable  feature 

is  the 

small 

mortality  from 

affections  of  the  Nervous  System,  to  which  infants  are 
liable  in  the  early  stages  of  teething.  The  decline  in 
Zymotic  diseases  is  due  to  the  diminution  of  Diarrhoea  as 
compared  with  1897.  Debility  diseases  are  too  common. 
Improvement  in  social  conditions  will  alone  regulate  this, 
common  sense  in  feeding  infants,  less  exposure,  greater 
care  during  pregnancy,  warmer  clothing  and  the  like.

More  than  50  per  cent,  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year,  and  in  parishes  where  the  disease 
was  epidemic  in  1897.  Scarlet  Fever  has  been  widely 
distributed,  and  reappeared  sporadically  at  lengthened 
intervals  in  the  same  locality.  Seven  were  removed  to 
the  Wolverhampton  Hospital,  and  the  question  arises 
whether  it  would  not  be  politic  to  arrange  with  the 
Borough  Authorities  for  the  reception  of  Diphtheria  and 
Typhoid  Fever  cases.  Typhoid  cases  do  better  in  a 
hospital,  where  the  great  necessity  is  strict  and  careful 
nursing.  Diphtheria  is  peculiarly  infective,  and  very  fatal, 
and  there  would  be  less  difficulty  in  getting  such  cases 
removed  than  in  Scarlet  Fever,  where,  in  many  instances, 
there  is  so  little  serious  illness,  and  consent  to  removal  is 
difficult.  The  Inspector  has  been  painstaking  in  his  visit- 
ations, and  in  every  case  detailed  instructions  have  been 
given,  disinfectants  largely  supplied,  and  prosecution 
threatened  in  cases  of  exposure  of  infected  persons.

The  Rural  Council  has  delegated  to  the  Parish  Council 
the  necessary  powers  to  supply  the  parish  with  water. 


The  Parish  Council  has  arranged  with  the  South 
Staffordshire  Water  Works  Company  to  have  the 
from  their  mains. 
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Plans  and  Specification  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Surveyor, 
for  submission  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  for  then- 
approval  of  the  incumbent  expenditure. 

Inasmuch  as  the  question  at  issue  is  of  great  importance, 
I trust  all  preliminary  difficulties  may  be  speedily  over- 
come, in  order  that  the  parish  may  soon  be  supplied  with 


good  water. 

The  Cemetery  is  in  full  working  order,  and  will  for 
many  years  meet  the  demands  of  the  district.

Here,  the  Parish  Council  have  delegated  powers  granted 
to  them,  and  are  endeavouring  to  settle  the  thorny  prob- 
lem of  getting  water.  No  definite  plans  are  yet  made, 
either  over  the  Water  Supply  or  Cemetery.  Various 
sites  for  the  Cemetery  are  being  considered,  and  even  yet 
a settlement  may  be  negotiated  with  Great  W y t ley. 

A system  of  drainage  is  sadly  needed  in  Hatherton 
Street  and  Hill  Street, 'the  existing  state  of  things  con- 
stituting a nuisance  in  a portion  of  the  parish  rapidly 
rising  in  population. 

Sanitary  work  Sanitary  W ork  in  the  Year. 

The  following  is  a brief  sketch  of  the  Sanitary  Work  of 
the  year  coming  under  the  personal  supervision  ot  the 
Inspector,  and  a large  proportion  thereof  being  investigated 
by  myself  in  co-operation  with  the  Inspector.
